their flocks; m tarn the Bishops must 
transmit to the priests under their 
care their respective shares of the 
supply; and the priests, in the fulfill- 
ment of the duties of their high call- 
ing, must neither neglect nor decline 
to divide their allowance of that spiri- 
tual manna amongst the faithful over 
whom they are placed. 

These principles are axiomatic; yet, 
in practice, they are very often 
ignored. One striking example forces
